BANQUET AT CLAREMONT 


Lovable Character Makes His 
Loss Keenly Felt By All 
Who Knew Him 


Attempt To Change State Hijph 
way To Valley Route Will 
Be .resisted 


Heavy hearts were many in Sierra 
Madre last evening as It was learned 
that during the afternoon Joseph L. 
Turner hail answered the final sum¬ 
mons. He had been critically ill but 
a week and during that time the keen- 
cat solicitude was expressed on all 
sides regarding ins condition, every 
one Hoping against hope that he would 
win out m Ills unequal tight. 

it is about five years since Mr. 
Turner came to Sierra Madre from uls 
home in Worcester, Mass., in search 
of Health. He was given up as a vic¬ 
tim of tubercular trouble but fortun¬ 
ately came under the tender ministra¬ 
tions of Mrs. Amelia Jensen "at whose 
home he resided ever since. If ever 
pluck deserved to win it was true in 
bis case, and after a long period of 
convalescence he appeared to be well 
on Hie road to'recovery. 

For more than a year Mr. Turner 
had felt well enough to be engaged in 
active work of various kinds. Last 
spring he was elected city treasurer 
by a large majority. A month ago ne 
vtus chosen secretary of the Board of 
i rade to till a vacancy. In everything 
he undertook he showed liis capacity 
and reliability. Last summer he spent a 
month in the mountains camping with 
Messrs. Gray anil Patterson, returning 
with great gains apparent in health and 
strength. But the disease which he 
had not been able to throw off entirely 
took one of the treacherous turns 
which cannot be foreseen and he was 
compelled to "take to his bed a wees 
ago. For several days he had been 
sinking so rapidly that it was under¬ 
stood the end could not be far off. 

Mr. Turner was thirty-eight years 
old and a native of Massachusetts. In 
his home city of Worcester he had 
worked up to the position of assistant 
superintendent of the street raiway 
system, and was entrusted with con¬ 
siderable responsibility. His wife and 
fourteen year old son reside in Wor¬ 
cester and in addition he is mourned 
by hosts of friends both there and 
here. 

A little insight into Mr. Turner’s 
character revealed him as one of those 
rare spirits the like of which one en¬ 
counters but a few times in the course 
of this earthly journey. He was un¬ 
assuming to the point of diffidence. He 
possessed a keen but kindly tyit. The 
look of his eye and the clasp of his 
hand would unlock any heart. No 
one could doubt his straightforward 
honesty. Though far removed from 
relatives his lovable character gave 
all who came within the circle of his 
friendship a feeling of kinship. He 
was an honored member of the Ma¬ 
sonic fraternity. His pride in the fact 
was equalled by his keen conception 
of the essential teachings of the or¬ 
der. especially in the practical appli¬ 
cation of the principles of Justice and 
charity in everyday life.

MeKinney of the As- 
soeiation presided and introtluceil the 
various speakers. He introduced Frank 
Wheeler of Claremont as the real fath¬ 
er and ehlef promoter of the project o 
secure state recognition for the Foot¬ 
hill road. As secretary op the associa¬ 
tion Mr. Wheeler has been Intrumental 
more than any other man In achieving 
tile success so far attained. He re¬ 
viewed the history of the tight down to 
the present time. Including the recog¬ 
nition of tile foothill route and the or¬ 
dering of surveys by the state high¬ 
way commission, lint he salil the .al¬ 
ley people had asked to have tile ease 
re-opened for the presentation of fur¬ 
ther argument in favor of their road 
and It behooves tiie association to lie 
on guard lest the advantage already 
won shall he lost. 

John D. Reavis of South Pasadena, 
president of the Inter-City Commission 
of tile San Gabriel Valley, brought as¬ 
surance of the support of that orgnn- 
1 station for the project. He also made 
some well directed remarks on the sub¬ 
ject of i lie proposed city anil county 
consolidation amendment which ho de¬ 
clared demanded the antagonism of 
every city which was unwilling to be 
gobbled up by a larger neighbor on 
terms dictated by the latter. 

(’. D. Daggett of Pasadena raised an 
Important matter in regard to highway 
maintenance. Within -a few years he 
estimated the state would have $50,- 
000.000 worth of good roads. America, 
he said, has nothing to learn from Eu¬ 
rope In regard to road budding, lint a 
great deal to learn regarding road 
maintenance. He urged that proper 
pressure he brought to bear to"secure 
recognition of the problem and ade¬ 
quate protective measures.

The movement for home rule in tax¬ 
ation in California originated with the 
League of California Municipalities 
The Santa Barbara convention of 1911 
urged that such an amendment be sub¬ 
mitted to the people. Pursuant to that 
action the necessary steps were taken 
to get the measure on the ballot this 
fall. At the recent annual convention 
of the league in Berkeley the follow¬ 
ing resolution was adopted: 

"RESOLVED: That the city officials 
of California tie and they are hereby 
requested to do all in their power to 
secure the adoption of the Constitu¬ 
tional Amendment providing for Home 
Rule in Taxation." 

The convention which adopted that 
resolution was composed of delegates 
from all over the state, representing 
every class of municipal office. They 
are men who are in touch with the 
practical work of municipal govern¬ 
ment, not a set of theorists. 

Secretary Mason of the League 
writes as follows regarding the 
amendment and the problem it is aim¬ 
ed at: 

It is one of the most important ques¬ 
tions to be voted on and we are anx¬ 
ious for file voters to understand just 
what it means and for them not to 
lie deceived by false statements in re¬ 
spect thereto. „ 

It is not offered by Single Taxers 
or any organization having a pet. the 
ory of taxation. It simply opens the 
doors that a better system of tax¬ 
ation than that at present in use may 
he discovered. It gives to the people 
of the several .communities a chance 
to improve the taxing system. 

In other words, are you willing to 
trust yourself and your fellow cit¬ 
izens of your own county or town 
with power to decide by a majority 
vote, what property shall be taxed 
and what property, if any, shall be ex¬ 
empt from taxation in your county or 
town? v 

it affords an apportunlty to educate 
the people in the matter of taxation, 
and knowledge of this subject will 
make them better able to discharge 
the duties of citizenship. 

All of the objections offered to the 
amendment, when analyzed, will he 
found to he based on the assumption: 
—that if the people are given this 
power they will do something that 
will injure themselves—Ihe old, worn 
I argument of aristocracy and monop¬ 
oly.

to the rural and suburban districts. 
Here the work takes a different form, 
peculiarly adapted to the needs of lo- 
cul conditions. Mr. Ruenitz is making 
his headquarters in Los Angeles while 
conducting organization work through 
the foothill district, and hopes to have 
successful work under way in the 
near future. 

For a great many years there hy 
been an insistent call for the work 
of the Young Men’s Christian Associ¬ 
ation in the smaller towns and rural 
communities. Many different methods 
for promoting the work In this field 
have been tried without success. The 
difficulties seem to lie in the fact 
that it was impossible for the small¬ 
er communities to employ a secretary 
to give aii his time to tile work. 

Eventually Robert Weidensall point¬ 
ed out a solution to the perplexing 
problem. Mis proposition was *o place 
one or more seeretarie's in a county 
In he employed by a county Commit¬ 
tee, and their business to be the o- 
motion of volunteer roganizations in 
the various localities In the county. 
After considerable experimentation, 
(his plan has been generally adopted 
rrmri Maine to California and in Can¬ 
aan. 

Twenty different states have made 
definite progress in the extension of 
county work with results that are sur¬ 
prising tiie Association men. Some of 
the states with the longest experience 
me: Massachusetts, New York, Ver¬ 
mont, New Jersey, Ohio, Michigan. 
Kansiis, Minnesota, Colorado, and Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

Tiie secret to the success of a work 
in a county is a strong County Com¬ 
mittee plus one or more capable Coun¬ 
ty secretaries. All the work is 
j done without buildings or any other 
I sort of material equipment worth 
| mentioning. 

A very large percent of the cm - 
1 ploy**'’ men in the county work are 
| grarttiaies of the universities and col¬ 
leges. The direct relation they have 
j to the development of leadership and 
j a contact with the boys and young 
men makes a strong appeal. 

The small group with its loader 
is religious. As many as four hundred 
older bo* and young men are found 
at timet, in tiie Bible classes under 
tiie direction of the Association. Re¬ 
sides the usual religious work all 
forms of athletics, county and local; 
play festivals in connection with tiie 
schools; educational trips, camping
